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Notice of Non-Compliance with 37 CFR 41.37(c) 

1. The Appeal Brief filed on September 27, 2004 is defective for failure to comply with one or 
more provisions of 37 CFR 41.37(c). 

2. Specifically, it is noted that the brief does not contain the required "Grounds of rejection to 
be reviewed on appeal" section. 

3. Examiner notes that Applicant's faxed brief has a header from the fax machine of origin at 
the top of each page. It is noted that the headers consecutively list pages 6 and 7 of the fax, 
that the "Summary of Claimed Subject Matter" appears to break off mid-sentence on the 
page listed 6 by the aforedescribed fax header (last line of page 6 reading "the skin of the 
aircraft to prevent any damage from contact with the aircraft skin. In"), and that at the top of 
the page having the fax machine header "p. 7", the first line reads "VII. Argument". 

4. Thus, it appears that when faxing the appeal brief of September 27, 2004, either Applicant 
may have inadvertently left a page out of the document to be faxed, or perhaps the fax 
machine may have double- fed a page such that a page was skipped in the transmission. 

5. In any event, however it occurred, the brief does not contain the required "Grounds of 
rejection to be reviewed on appeal" section. 

6. To avoid dismissal of the appeal, applicant must file a complete new brief in compliance with 
37 CFR 41.37(c) within the longest of any of the following time periods: (1) ONE MONTH 
or THIRTY DAYS from the mailing date of this Notification, whichever is longer; (2) 
TWO MONTHS from the date of the notice of appeal; or (3) within the time period for 
reply to the action from which this appeal was taken. EXTENSIONS OF THESE TIME 
PERIODS MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136
